WHAT WOULD REPLACE IT ? 

With the payment of the second 
bonus of 30c. per ton, paid recently ti 
the Beet Growers of Southern Alb:r;n, 
the total price paid to date has been 
SG. 10 per ton for the 1931 crop. *ne 
officials state too, that another bonus 
will be paid when the last of th; su¬ 
gar is sold and returns availab’.r 
We noticed the other lay that sugar 
had advanced on the New York mar¬ 
ket, and if so, the last bonus may be 
even greater than the other two have 
been. 

What coul^ we introduce into our 
farming program that would supplant 
the Beet Sugar industry? There 
may he other things, on 1 we have no 
doubt there are. But, these other 
things woud take years cf experiment 
and time to perfect, and even then 
may still b e questionable, while with 
the Sugar Beet industry. ,it is es¬ 
tablished, and is making the road far 
easier for every grower who is takng 
the matter seriously and really going 
out to get the sort of yields we shou 
Id produce here. 

Comparisons may be odious, and 
they may serve no particularly gcod 
purpose yet at the same time they 
are often enlightening. Wo were talk¬ 
ing with a person not long sin?e, rnl 
th' value of the beet Industry was 
discussed pro and con. The argum¬ 
ent was raised that instead of the 
Company passing o n the full amount 
cf the Bonus check to thj grower, 
they wore holding ba k part of it to 
pay on th's year’s advances that 
had been made against the present 
year’s crop. 

Well, what of It. If they aid it was 
only good business, and this thought 
struck us at that time. Yea, ihcr; 
are farmers right here now who can 
hardly cut their gT?i 1 crop, because 
of having no twine, and they cannot 
in some instances raise the necessary 
money to buy twine with. Who is to 
blame. One says, the bank-. Well, aro 
they. They need security and with 
nearly everyone obligated far more 
than the present crop can possibly 
pay, tvhat security have the banks 
that they will be paid back Put your 
self in their shoes and see how far 
you would extend credit without some 
assurance of repayment. Another 
says, well the stores ought to a Ivan 
ce this and that. How "can they do 
it? They are in hot water now, be¬ 
cause of letting out too much on our 
impossible promises to pay back. An 
other say, well the Government ought 
to help. It’ has helped, and helped 
until now it needs help to keep its 
good name, and if we run the Govern 
inent too far. then where will it be. 
These conditions are the result of a 
long seflcs of disappointments. In 
many cases they are unavoidable. We 
rre not finding fault, we merely men¬ 
tion this condilon to draw a contrast, 
nud we hope no one will take any 
cffence. 

On the other side of the picture 
we have the farmer who for several 
years past has been raising beets. 
True he is i n debt. But generally 


when he needs money for any legit¬ 
imate reason, if he has the prospects 
cf a good beet crop, he can get the 
money advanced and get his purehaa 
cs and pay 'or them. Then he goes 
home and foi^cts about them, and 
while the sun shines his beets g-'t ' tg 
gcr and tetter and his crop ir the 
fall is v. orth more money, and while 
he is docked t hc amount of his advan 
ces, In most eases he has enough to 
pay all around, and then some. 

We realize that there are many, 
who cannot raise beets. What we 
have said does not apply to these. 
There are many who raise beets, 
who harvest their crops and go on 
about the»r business Then there are 
l hose, who raise beets, half-heartedly 
get small tonnage on their land, are 
disappointed * in their returns, and 
thc-n growl and grumble and compliin 
because the Sugar Company does not 
go broke making bigger guarantees 
than they can pay, and returning tc 
the growers more than their fa r 
share of the gross returns. And w» 
have, this kind of grower, fer we heat 
them. 

The value of beets should be conoid 
cred in all its angles We are in r 
mixed farming district, but about the 
only mixture a lot of our farmers 
have is a good mixture of wee. 
seeds with their grain and beets in 
some cases. When we see farm aftei 
farm without a pig, chicken, or cov. 
on them, it is no wonder we are get¬ 
ting farther an<j farther in debt 
When people can bring cattle in here 
and buy pulp tops, grain and hay or 
straw for them all winter, and show 
a good profit in the spring, what can 
the man do who could raise his ow r 
stock, and have his own tops, buy 
pulp at less than the non-grower, an 
rare for the stock himself? When w® 
sec a forty or fifty acre patch of beet 
tops, where beets have gone 10 ton 
to the acre, left in the field and hors- 
on turned in on them, that woulJ 
have done very well in a straw stack 
and the value of these tops waste * 
then there is something wrong, and 
\ve can expect nothing better than be¬ 
ing broke all the time. When table 
cream is worth 18c. per lb. and farm¬ 
er after farmer buying butter out of 
the stores, and his family doing cn 
rlim rations of milk, the nearest per¬ 
fect foci, then there is something 
radically wrong with our entire farm 
tng program. 

We have no fight with the stores, 
whose business it is to sell the necess¬ 
ities of life. But when a man has to 
run a store bill from one year’s cn*‘ 
to tho next, we will wager that the 
storekeeper would even rather have a 
little less on the account of the man 
and a little better prospect of getting 
it all, than to have so much charged 
up, and th prospect of getting 25 cr 
35 pc. of the amount, “when t s f 
"work’s all done next fall." 

Then what about the value of the 
beet crop in cleaning up the land In 
enriching the soil, and adding to it" 
productivity. We have been soil rob¬ 
bers of the wmrst kind in our grain 
raising, in that we have been taking 
from the soil all these years and putt 
ing nothing back, and then we com¬ 
plain because the fertility of the so‘l 
is getting less and less as the years 
go by, and wc find ourselves urabk 
to produce 20 ton beet crops and 50 
to 75 bushel grain crops ea h year cr 
our farms. \ i 

It seems that it is high timo for ar 
awakening and a redrafting of our 
program., While prices are low get p 
cow or two, a sow' or two, and a few 
hens, and see how soon they v ill mul-

REMOVED FROM BEES? 

( Experimental Farms Note ) 

In these days of keen competition

ucer of food product. During the 
past few yearn a great advance lias 
occn made i n the preparation and 
packing of food and tho consumin''

it is wiling to buy. Honey is a food, 
out it is one that will deteriorate 
very quickly if not properly rlpenc ! 
properly packed anj properly stored. 
Hom y is the nectar of flowers gat lin¬ 
ed and modified by honey bees witiy- 

When his car crashed into a tree 
<nd the engine telescoped the front 
| icat, and tho car burst into flames, 
iporgo Agur was so badly burned 
that l;is body was hardly recognizable 


in their hives. An analysis of newly- 
gathered ii» ctar at the Central Exper¬ 
imental Farm Ottawa, shows that nec 
tar contains only from 18 to 20 per 
cent moisture. The elimination cf the 
excess moisture in nectar is a part 
cf the ripening process and is perfor 
mod by the bees themselves. As the 
nectar is gathered, it is stored drop 
by drop in the cells of the honey 
comb, and as it is being stored the 
process of ripening is continually go¬ 
ing on. Ultimately th e cells of tho 
honey comb are tilled and when the 
ripening process has advanced far cn 
ough the bees seal the honey with 
cappings of wax. In Western Canada 
where the atmosphere is usually 
much dryer than it is in Eastern Can 
nda honey may be remove I from tho 
h -i • quite safely when only fifty per 
cent of it is capped over, but c-ve i 
there, leaving it with the bees until 
it is ull capped will improve it; 
quality Honey that Is removed from 
the bees before it is propery ripen'd 
contains too much moisture and la 
liable to ferment very soon after Jt 
Is extracted.

They wi 1 
put off having him protected for an¬ 
other year, or wait until hj starts 
school. 

Delay of this kind is surprising, 
because it simply ignores the fact 
that the common communicable disea 
sss do attack with great frequency 
the pre-school child. Thej 3 diseases 
are indeed most damaging anil often 
fatal in their results amongst these 
younger chi 1 Iren. 

Unfortunately we are as yet unable 
to protect chi.Iren against all the 
communicable diseases. Fortunately 
vc are able to protect them against 
smallpox and diptheria by the use of 
wel established methods. * 

There is no reason why many hun-

dreds of Canadian chidren should suf 
ler from the ravages of diptheiia 
each year, nor in there any excuse 
for the tact that several hundred 
liven are lost yearly as a result of 
this disease. That such a condition 
continues to exist is due to one factor 
and one alone: delay on the partof par 
ents to have their children immuniz 
ed against diptheria. Delay means 
that the child goes unprotected. No 
'me knows when or where the child 
may be "Hacked by the germ3 of dip 
tliori i. An attack lmrnn illness; It 
may mean pc ?i i rent damage to his 
body or even ch In 

1 ipthcria Immunization has be;n 
used extensiveely. V* • . sar.ds of chi d 
ren arc no longer in danger of suf¬ 
fering from an attack of diptheria. 
They are prepared to deal v.lth the 
germs, and their bodies cannot te 
harmed by them. h 

To thon c pnrents who have not as 
yet secured this protection for their 
chidren vve would put the question 
“Why delay?" Is it not too great a 
risk ? Is it fair to leave your child 
unprotected, when protection can be 
rcadly and safely secured? There is 
no better time than the present to 
eliminate the dangers of diptheria 
from your home.
